<'\ " Alajor John Raiuo Throckmoiloii 

' died a few days ago on a Mississiiipi 
plantation, to "which he had gone on a 
...visit. IIb was Ci yoar.s of age, ami 

: t'iia'd 'served in both the Mexican war 
and in the war of the Rebellion, l>iu 
it wa3 not for liis services in either 
that he was famous in Louisville or 
through Kentucky. As the Courifr- 
Journal says, "it was a woman." lU-v 
name was Ellon Godwin, and twenty- 
threo years of her life were passed in 
teaching the man conlrilioii. A.s early 
as ISS'J the iniblie bei,'an to talk of 
.John Throckmorton and John Throck 
niorton'.s "ghost." Wiierever John 
Throckmorton wa.s seen a shabbily 
/ dressed girl follow<'d after him, dogLjed 

' " bini with her presence, and hunted him 
like a nightmare. If lie left his hotel 
in.the morning to walk down the street 

"-r-his shadow in dingy black api)eared 
promptly at his heoLs, saying not a 
word, nor Ijreatliiug to tho.se who oIj- 
»it ved an intimation of her iiurpo.-.('. 
Bf John Throckmorton was at his Club 
P>ia^,V?onian hung faithfully about the 
nioora until he made his appearance, 
and then wherever he went she fol- 
lowetl until, perhaps, he sought rofugo 
in his private chaml>er, where bolts and 
bars kept her back. No matter if it 
rained pitchforks, if it were hotter than 
Hades, or colder than the breath uf 
the Arctic, John Throukinorton aji- 
peared not in public but that her 
shadow was close at Iwuul to loriupnt 
, him with her presence, to taunt him 

'U .with his crime, to teach him repentance. 
Her image wa.s ever before his eyes; 
she perched upon him as relentlessly as 
Edgar Allan Poe's raven sat upon 
The pallid bu.st of Pallas, 
Just above the chanibor dour. 
Throckmorton went to Boston, to 
New York, to Philadelphia, to New 
Orleans, but it was all the same. Ili.H 
shadow was faithful in its pursuit. It 
j^iildn'tbo dodged. Even when this 
man sought refuge and surceasr? in the 
Army, bis shadow, like a Nemesis, was 
still on his track. John Throckmorton 
grew gray, and thin and siiaky with 
ago, the girl grew into a woman, and 
with her maiurer womanhood caine in-

C?«Bke'-liim suffer; she would teach him 
contrition. The picture has been seen 
a thousand times on the streets of 
Louisville. A tall, slim man with 
. white side whiskers, white hair, and a 
face e.\i)ressin2 mingleil moitilication 
and [recklessness in front, a woman, 
shabbily dre.ssed and closely vailed, 
shrinking along behind, 
f ?;f> 1'Throckmortonand his ghost," whiap 

' ' ered the spectators, as the two inarche»l 
silently down the street. 

*'The woman he ruined, ' sjieaks an- 
6tUer voice. 

*' '"I'ho woman he si nnis, rather," .^ays 
somebody else. 

"The woman who will die at his 
heels," says another still, and so they 
.■■ talk. 

' John Throckmorton and Ellen Ciod- 
win keep up Ih'in wearyjournoy through 
life. It is rare that they speak to each 
.'fcOthejp, ■ .Occasionally Throckmorton 
i rbreathfes an oath or a threat, but the wo 
man only smiles. She is eai-ry 
ing out her purpose. What iloes she 
care what Throckmoi'ton .says or what 
the world thinks ( Suini- say she is in 
sane, but those who know best say not. 
Throckmorton, among his friends, 
laughs at the matter, and refers to t!ie 
woman as «' tis hell's delight.' But his 
pretension of carelessness is all assumed. 

Upon one occasion, as the story goes, 
he meets heron a bitter cold day in the 
Second-street market and cur.ses her. 
For once the woman's temper gets the 
better of her. She seizes an ignoble 
weapon, a frozen rabbit, and in the 
twinkling of an eye John Throckmor 
ton has received a blow across his face, 
and is lying stretched out upon the 
sidewalk. Upon another occasion there 
is, according to public testimony, a 
dramatic scene injthe mouth of the alley. 
Throckmorton has become desperate. 
He meets hia " hell 's delight" and brings 
forth a razor to cut her throat. She 
throws back her veil with a smile of 
scorn and says : 

"Kill me, John Throckuiorton, liiit 
kiss me first." The man becomes p'ow 
erlees with awe at the reckless bea i i n y 
of the woman and flees from her sight, 
but soon she is on his trail again, and 
it ia the old, old story of " Throckmor- 
ton and his ghost." 

At the expiration of 2:1 years a trial 
takes place in the Louisville Chancery 
Court. Ellen Godwin is charged with 
lunacy by John Throckmorton, and an 
inquest ia held. The Court House is 
filled to overQowing, and the e-^ccite 
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ment is intense. The prosecuting wit 

ne.SS, with scores iif olhei- wituesse^ to 
hack hiuj, teil^ the hi.-,li)ry of the long 
years that the accused ha.-- iiiiL;grd his 
foot3te[)K. 

After a while Kllen C.idwin is phicd 
upon the stand to tell her story. She was 
a girl but 15 yeaia of ;il;c, she 3:;y.s, ulu-n 
aho met this man 'I'lirockinortcjii. lie 
sought her out nt homo, and she learned 
to love him, aiib.soiiuently falling a victim 
to his licentioui! caresses. Kveii alter this 
" 1 loved this man," she .said, "so pas- 
sionately that 1 found tiie (.le.iiie to he at 
liis .side irresistihlu. 1 lieL;;ui to f.dlow 
upnu the strectif, solely lieL'au.-,e I lovod 
him. I learned to hato him. liefure I 
had followed after him because I worship- 
ed him. Now I determined to follow him 
because he had scorned nie, and because 
1 liated him as intensely .as I had loved 
him. 1 sought to teacli him coutriliou, 
but he was too proud to repent, too stulj- 
boru to see my furi^ivcness, and 1 was too 
rcanliite to forget my purpose, and sq day 
.after day and niglit after nigli£ )i^ve I 
been uvou his track. 1 have snfFered and 
so Iwis iie." 

I'pon tlie occasion of tlu.-, Iri;d VAl:n 
(ioilwin stood the examinaticui and cross- 
examination of the counsel for the jirose- 
cutiun as lirndy as she had carried out her 
purpose of teaching .John Throekniorton 
that a woman acornod is a woman wrong- 
ed. The jury without leavinn their seats 
decided that the ilefendant wa.s a sane 
wonum, and the Couit pruniiitly ilismisscnl 
the petition of Ju)m Thiiickniortou asking 
that she be committed to the lunatic asy- 
lum. The trial, however, [larted Throck- 
m(uton and his giiost. Ellen Ciodwiii de- 
clared that she had e.\[)ijsed her faithless 
lover suflicieiitly and gave up her inten- 
tion of teaching him contrition. .Mi.ss 
tiodwin wrote the history of the entire 
atl'air, and has been oU'ered by a well 
known publishing house .^lOiOOO for the 
munuacript, whicli upon his earnest ad- 
vice she refused, ami the book was never 
published. Miss Lludwin was quite a 
brilliant writer, it is s.aid, and m;iny of her 
articles were publisliuil by tlu- leading 
magazines of the day. Aboul a year ago 
she died uf c<in3uniption at her home on 
.lofTerson street, near Shelby. .She left 
behind her a neat little fortune, which 
imaaed into the hands of some of her re- 
latives, who still reside in Louisville and 
are enunently ruspectablo iieo|ile. It has 
been stated that she was always shabbily 
drcBsed in her pursuit of .lohn Throck- 
morton. Tliis she did intentionally, be- 
cause, OS she stated to her counsel, she 
wanted her appearance to be as rejjroaeh- 
ful as possible. John Throckmorton and 
Ellen Ccodwin ar<! both dead now, but 
lliis story of their lives is an e.\em[ihlica- 
lion of the fact that " Truth is stranger 
tbaii fietion."' — N. Y. Graphic.

If tlicic ■ivas over a time in the hia- 
torj of this province when a solid front 
and a oneness of sentiment and purpose 
had becotne necessary, that time ia 
now. "If there was ever a period -vTheii 
petty local bickerings, party squabbles 
and sectional difl'ereiices should La bur- 
ied, that period ia now — when one of 
Canada's most influential and able 
statesmen is approaching these shores 
with' the object of ascertaining our 
wants and, perhaps, giving; us the as- 
surance that our just claims shall be 
met and satisfied. It is highly essential 
that there should be no (wo voic^ heard 
when a statoraent of our claims come 
.to be presented to Sir Ciiaiiles Tup- 
' PER. We do not believe that there ex- 
ists a difference of opinion upon the 
subject of the necessity of tlio early 
commencement and completion of the 
Esquimalt-Nanaimo railway. INien 
differ seriously upon the means of arriv- 
ing at that much-desired end; but 
on the one great point of the justness 
of the claim there has been no division. 
In Victoria the people are a unit on 
the matter. New Westminster, through 
its journals, long since expressed her 
sympathy with the efforts the islanders 
are making to obtain a tardy measure 
of justice at the hands of the Domin- 
ion Government. Our own jiolioy hns 
never been doubtful; but while press- 
ing for the I'ulQlment of the claim, we 
have never ceased to deprecate the 
lueana that were adopted by this gov- 
ernment^ We opposed the ftrst appeal 
i-to England as impolitic and sure t<> end 
in disaster. "Will any one vehtiire to 
assert in the light of what has since 
transpired — in the face of the bitter ex- 
perience of the past seven and a half 
years — that it met with the smallest 
measure of success? Th.at the ground 
taken by us four years ago was a wise 
one was made manifest last session when 
the subject of a fresh appeal to England 
was on the legislative carpet. The pre- 
mier then stated — and the statement 
will bo found recorded in the reports of 
both Capital newspapers — that "the 
country might have had the railway long 
ago" ifMr.MACKES"zn:'s proposition had 
been listened to. Tlio stntcment took 
many persons by surprise, but it did 
not so take us. We felt satisfied from 
the first that the policy of appeal was the 
very worst that could have been 
adopted; and we over and over again 
asserted that the ministers of this coun- 
trj' could find more profitable employ- 
ment at home than proceeding to Lon- 
don to play the role of TunvEvnnop in 
the sa!o7i8 of the dukes and marquises 
of the world's capital. When Mr. De- 
Cosmos was accredited as agent at- 
Ottawa we welcomed the appointment 
as a proper step and did all in our power 
to strengthen the hands of the govern- 
ment. But when, in a tit of indigestion 
or something else the delegate flew in- 
to a passion and broke ofT negotiations 
with Ottawa, at a time too, when he 
had himself just telegramed "succe.ss is 
certain," we asked tliin government to 
recall him at once and to sentl a more 
discreet man to urge the country's 
claims. Instead of doing that the gov 
ernment di.s[)atehcil their imlisoi-ect 
delegate to London to rc}jpat in 1881 
the folly of Mr. Wa^kkji in 187-1. 
Having e.xpre.ssed the fear that the ob- 
ject of the petition would fail, we have 
since preserved a discroot siletici? on 
that branch of the question; luit have 
not failed, in season and out, to urge 
upon the notice of local and 
federal ministers the importance of 
satisfying the just claims of Brithsh 
Columbia. A few days ago when the 
Guardian, in a spirit of biting sarcasm, 
suggested that the appeal to Kngland 
Lad secured the Port iMoody section 
of tho main line, the Slondard threw 
its cap into the air and df.'clared that 
the survey of that .section was the "tirst 
fruits" of the petition to England — a 
statement which conveyed the offensive 
insinuation that but for the |)(»titioii 
the Dominion govcrnnient \voul(l not 
have built the I'ort Moodv srcliiui nl 
all. Intimating, in .sliort, that tJie Do 
minion (Government had not in 
"^ tended to keep faith with the province, 
aridwould havebiicked out of its railway 
obligations altogether if Mr. DkCos.mos 
had not gone to Kngland. As the lo 
cation survey of the Port iMoodv line 
-..ruo lipuun uiie month before the jieti- 
tion was presented at r.o^aon it is dif- 
ficult to discern where the "first fruits " 
come in. The claim would «fif>m to bo 
as spurious as that set up by an amhiti 
ous pullet to a chick which wiis hatehviil 
a month before the .said pullet had laid 
its first egg. On Thursday, while jioint 
ing out the absurdity of thi.s claim, a 
alight typographical error crept into un 
article in this paper and reversed the 
meaning of a single sentence, lait with- 
out in tiie least afFecting t!ie sf»ntimei>l 
of the article as u whole. V \wn 
that error the SlaiiilnrJ |iounce(l 
like a vulture, tore it from the. body 
of the article and proeeeded to 
declare that The f.'oloninf ia ojiposod to 
the construction of the iKland railway. 
Which is to say, that the editor ami 
proprietor of this journal, whoso biisi 
ness and property are situated just 
where they would lie most benefitted

feel sure the poo])lc will join with us 
in declaring that th. action of the or- 
gan is neither politic nor decent, and 
that its statement may prove most mis 
chievous in its resulta ' Sir Chakles 
TuppKU should not he allowed to rest 
under a misapprehension. He sliould 
ho told that there exists no difference 
of opinion upon the subject liere; that 
all are of opinion the Island railway 
ought to be and must he built.

During tho visit of Sara Bernhardt 
at Montreal last Decembar, Mr. Lavio 
lotte, an advocate, was arrested on a 
charge, of disturbing the peace when 
attempting to force his way into the 
opera house. He was discharged, 
but sued the city for false arrest and 
was awarded .^TiO and co.sts.

A BYLAW 

.Authorizing the Mayor for tlie lime lieiii;^ 
of tho City of Victoria to conliria a 
certain agreeuisnt dated the |.Oth day 
of August, 1881, and made between 
the Mayor of tho City of Victoria and 
James Yates, for thae.ichange by the 
said City of that portion of land ly- 
ing between Lots 201 and 'JO:! iii tlu; 
said City. 

1. Whereas by an Act pa-saeii by the 
Legislature of British Coltnnbia inlitnled 
'' The Yates Street I'ublic Laiidins; .\ct, 
1880," power was given to tlio Corpora- 
tion of tiie said City by a Jiyhiw duly 
passed to authoriza the May if6r tlio 
time being of the said City to ronflriii any 
ajp'cement wliich the Mayor of tlie said 
City for tlie time being might make for 
an exchange of tliat portion of land lying 
botweon Lots 201 and 20;) and owned bv 
tho said Corporation for such ;i portion nf 
said Lot 201, a.s inigiit be agreed on; 

2. And whereas by an agreement bear- 
iiiK date tho 10th day of Aug., .\.D. 1881" 
and made between .John Herbert Turner,

piece nf land abutting on Lot 202 and hav- 
ing a frontage of thirtv-tive feet on Wliarf 
street by an C(iual width of thirty-live feet, 
and forming the Northerly portinn i^f Lot 
201, free from incumbrances..

Manitoba and tha Groat Nor' VTost. 

To TiiK EiiriOK. — Probably no ^tart 
of the va.st continent of North Ameri- 
ca is attracting a larger share either of 
public nttenlioii or of public capital 
than the ])r()viiice of Manitoba and tlio 
Nor' ^\'est Territory. It, tberefoie, 
nuiv not bi' iiliogetber uninteresting to 
the iiiliubiiaut.s of thi.s romotft |iortion 
of the Doiuiuion to read a short and un- 
exaggeiated ilescriptioii of this rising 
young country. Winiiipog, tho capital 
and commercial centre, is reached in 
four days from New Vork and in six 
from .'>an Francisco. From New Vork 
the traveller ieave.s the Interoceanie 
railway at Chicago and cuntinuing his 
journey northwards reaches St. Paul, 
.Mill., in about "J I liours. From .San 
h'rnncisco the traveller leaves tho trans 
continental route at ( )malia,fioiii whiidi 
place the cars of the Hioiix City U. K. 
takes him to St. Paul m about 'JO hour.s. 
From St. Paul both travellers proceetl 
by the St. Paul, MinneapolLs ant! Mani 
toba railroad to St. Viii.'cnt, tiie fron 
tier station, the journey to Winnipeg 
being completed by the Canada Pacific. 
Until last winter passengers were put 
down lit yt. Boniface, tho 11. L'. settle- 
ment on the east bank of Red river, a 
steam ferry convoying them over to the 
opposite shore. A trestle bridge lias 
been in use for the' last few inontht; aiul 
the Louise bridge of stoiio will sliortly 
be opened for niilroail tratVic by the 
governor general. This will be tiie first 
stone bridge to span the waters of the 
"Red river of tho north." Perhaps the 
first tliing' to" .strike the visitor's eye 
will; bo .state of the roads, and undoubt- 
edly the entire ab.^encc of macadamiiod 
roads tiirougliout tlio inovince is at jirc 
sent one of the great drawback.s to tlie 
counlrv. Tho peculiar day soil readily 
unites with the frequent r.ains in sum 
mer to. form, a slippery com position as 
tenacious as glue. After a tLnnder- 
storm the main street itself liecomcs al- 
most impa.ssable oil account of the ruts 
that are unavoidably made. Ploughs 
are kepi constantly at work to till theso 
up by turning the soil over into ihnni; 
yet I think it is questionable wliethar 
tliis method is of any practical benefit, 
for as soon ,is the old ruts are filled new 
ones are nmde, and a ploughed liold 
(whicli the main .';treet Imcnines) i.s not 
the easiest roait for horsc.s to travel cm. 
The siilewaiks, too, are so slipi)pry that 
it is' Ijiy no pieans an easy task to keep 
oneself fioin falling down at every 
otlier step. But no doubt, a little time 
is all that is requiriMl to I'emedy the 
evil, vet the municipal council should 
not waste time by any inean.s. But if 
the bad state of the streets surprises us 
the inaguiiicent buildings on Main 
street uiiniistakeably prove that both 
energy and capitul have not Ijcen want- 
ing licro. .Vuiongst tlic liiiest Imihlings 
aro those of the lluii.son Bay (.'(.)., the 
Bank of Montreal, Harris, Stewart, 
Edeii.ik Oo.'s blocks, together with very 
many others, any one of which would 
do credit to San Francisco or Now 
^'ol !:. New governments builditigs, 
together with a residence for 
thn lieutenant governor, are also 
ill course of erection. Beautiful 
terraces are going up on the fashioiia 
bio resilience streets, and the great de- 
mand for tlicse line houses show the 
population to be thriving. Tiie Port- 
age Avenue, lying at right angles to 
the main street, being tho great high 
road west, ii rapidly rising in import- 
ance and no doubt in a year or two will 
be as line as the main street. On this 
avenuo aro situated tlie Queen's Hotel, 
tlie best in Winnipeg, ami many fine 
buildings. Tlie .Sle.ssrs. Boyle Bros, 
have located their principal offices on 
this avenue. .Mr. Willian Boyle, a 
partner in the lirm, will, no dould, be 
remembered in Victoria, having for 
some time held the position of private 
secretary to the late governor. Com 
petition in every line of bu.siness in 
Winnipeg is very keen, yet everyone is 
doing well. Tlie number of real estate 
agentH show the luisinrss being done in 
land traiiKaetioiis. In a^'|•icultu^al ini 
plemeiitH the coinpetuion is not less an 
imatf'il. American machinery is exteii 
sively used, as being better in every re 
spect tlmn t lio ( 'anadiuii, notwithstand 
ing the euornious iluty imjioaed upon 
it. The fact that over LiOOO buildings 
went up last your is sullicioiit to show 
the amount of business done in the luui 
her trnde. Bricks and atone, however, 
aro taking tlie place of wood, nevertlie- 
Icsa the profits ilerived from this busi 
ness will bo very considerable for many 
years to come. tJrain, howovor, is go 
iiig to make Manitoba. Tlic .soil has 
been pronounced of tin' riclipst quality 
and especially adapt"d for grain Ijy 
delegate fanners from all parts of the 
world; and the price that .Manitoba 
wheat has lately commanded in Eng- 
land proves that they were not mis 
taken in this. Kvory deHcri|nifui of 
root yields enormously. Potatoe.s have 
yielded over 1 J tons (!00 bushels) to 
the acre, and it is not improbable tbat 
the manufacture of sugar from the 
beet and, starch from ibo polatoe will be 
amongst the future industtieB of the 
country. 

Tho "climate is certainly a drawback to 
farmers; For five months at \t'iL,^t noiliing 
can bo tlouo on the farm. Tluiac who can 
atlord it; close altogether during the win- 
ter months; and it seenis to nie that in 
this rospeat countries with milder climates 
offer greater inducements for poor farm- 



CIS than does Manitob:i. It i.s obviously 
nioro to their advantage to be able to 
work 12 mouths in the year thiui only 
six. In a country nf such sliort seasons 
all tlio work has to be dwiie with a rush. 
Farmers have only bi\ mouths in whicli 
to put in their grain, cut their hay, har- 
vest their crops and plough their laud 
ready for the conuii',; ye.ir. These who 
have the capital to c..iuniaiul the labor 
early in the spring and in the autumn, 
that is to any, cupitalict.^, ,/u(,^^ </o ayll; 
but tho farmer who can only depend upon 
his own labor can but earn a bare liveli- 
hood. Manitoba is essentially a country 
for i-iipilitli^l farmers, imt for puur 
men. The locusts have nftcii been 
brought up as another seriuua ilrawback 
to the country; but perluqis the best 
answer to this is the fact that the farmers 
do not fear tlioni at all. The ravages have 
been very far between, aiul no doubt tho 
settling iq) of the country will ell'ectually 
put an end to tliese pests. Compared 
with Minnesota and Iowa, I cannot but 
think that Manitoba has the greatest ad- 
vantages. The 8nowf;ill in iM;initoba is 
very light; until Febnmry tliere is scarce- 
ly any to a[)eak of, and on the prairie it is 
seldom above ten or twelve inches at the 
most; whereas in IMinnesota and Iowa the 
quantity of snow is much larger and the 
ellect of the melting in spring is highly 
disastrous to the farmers. The Hoods this 
year have been perhaps uiiusiial, but 
^Manitoba has e.scaped even this. lilizz:irds 
occur only once or twice through- 
out the winter, :ind thuugh the cold is 
intense tlie sun ill «:iys shines tluuvigh a 
cloudless sky. The advantages, more- 
over of living under the English tlag can- 
not bo overrated, if ouly for the reason 
that on British soil it in possible for a man 
to oiieii his mouth and not receive a bul- 
let in his heart.

ill a Land bill, ilie noble iluko referreii 
to tiie evidence take before the Bess 
j Ijorougli ( 'oiiimi.ssloii of last year. Tiio 
I enquiry, lie said, from beginning to 
j end indicatod a foiogono conclusion. 
(Oppo.sition clicers.) 'i'ho (piestions juit 
witnesses were so put as to suggest 
that a grievance existed, lie would 
not go into the evidence, but, broadly 
speaking, what lie wanted to know was 
wdiat was tlio result of tiie eyidonci! as 
regardetl tiiis iiiqiortnnt quostion ; and, 
socondK', what Iwid boon tin' operation 
of tho Land Act of l.'<7i) with regard 
to the special grip wn 100s which it was 
pas.sod to rumody. 

rut: ACT Of 187U jiau kailkd. 
(Renewed Opposition ulieers. ) Tliere 
were various niethods oFexplaining tliis 
failure. Disastrous seasoh.s" were no 
doubt tho great factor ; but tiiose who 
Imd studied the t[UOstion, men of vari 
ous Bliados of opinion, came to the siiiiie 
liouciusion, namely, tiiat the Act of 
1870 failed becnuae it laiil down prin 
ciples whicli could not bo doveiopod. 
(Hoar, hoar) No less than 7,000 
witnesses were oxamined before tho 
Rovnl (^iniiHHsioner.s of last year, and 
tiie ipiostioiiK and re]>lios numbered 10,- 
000. He liiid examined tiie whole of 
tlie case, and to-night he woold confine 
himself to the question, what is tiie 
practical grievance wiiicli was intended 
to 1)0 remedied li\ tiie Act of 1870 ? 
II would first of .ill dniw attention to 
the iiintii clause of^tiie. Acl, often ovor- 
lookod, whicli proved that ojertniont 
for nonpayincnt of rent .slioiihl not 
involve disturbance; but there w.as tins 
remarkable exception,, ihattjiij cases 
where the tpnemcut was boiow .i'L") a 
year rent, if tiie couri should liinl tiiat 
rent was exorbitant, I hen, on eviction 
for non-payment of rent, tho tenant 
should bo out illt (1 to com I ensation from 
the landlord. Tiiis was a remarkable 
exception, and he need Imrdly say that 



within limitations this distinction in- 
volved the principle of the disturbance 
bill. On what principle was this 
clause — this exemption made ? It was 
obvious that when a landlord got rid of 
a tenant who could not pay his rent he 
sliotild not bo called on to pay him com- 
[leiisatiou. But this opened out tho 
larger tjuestion as to tiie connection 
between tlie i)ast history, commonly 
called the " wrongs of Ireland," and 
the extent of the present land laws. 
The s[jeecli which the Prime Minister 
made on the second reading of tlio 
Land bill now before Parliament— no w 
[)ublished in pamphlet form, and as 
sncli miglit be quoted from in their 
lordships' House — contained the fol- 
lowing remarkable sentence : — **One of 
the difficulties of the Government had 
been tlie many schemes that had been 
urged on tiie Government of Ireland, 
whicli I for one cannot separata from 
the character of schemes of public 
plunder, although I do not mean to 
say that those who propose them are 
conscious of their assuming that char- 
acter." Tliis was a remarkable sen- 
tence, *containing, as it did, the opin- 
ion on tiie part of tiie Prime Minister 
that many of ilio schemes wore so wild 
that they tleserved tiie epithet of 
schemes for public plunder, and yet 
those who proposed them were jjoi 
focily unconscious of the fact. (Op 
position cheers and laughter.) Ho (tiie 
noble duke) agreed with his right hon. 
friend that such schemes indicated

On tills groat question. (Ciieors.) In 
conversation ba had said to opponents 
on this t|uostion : — "How can you juo 
pose such sclienicK as tiieso ? Vou know 
wliat you would think of them if thoy 
wero proposed for any country in tiiu 
world, and how then can you satisfy 
your consciences when proposing tliom 
for Ireland." (Cheers.) The replies 
usually involved sentiments about 
cruelties and wrongs and hardships to 
Ireland in the [)ast, but the noble duke 
altogether denied tiial the great con- 
fiscation proposed to take place in Ire- 
land had anything whatever to do with 
tiie possession of the land two centur 
ies ago. (Cheers.; Two hundred years 
ago liad nothing to do with the mat- 
ter, and he altogetlier denied that the 
ancient Irish tenants were in a bettor 
position under the original landowners 
than now. What were the customs of 
the Irish people in former days — those 
of the Celtic tribes 1 He was himself 
a Celt ; and looking across the nar- 
I row .sea wiiicii separates his estate from 
I Ireland, lio had sometimes marvelled at 
the diflereiit conditions of two kindred 
people. The iiistory of the two coun- 
tries was paralleled during the- ipi^dle 
ages. The Celtic history of Scotland 
was that of Ireland, People were 
smoked to deatii in caves, and they 
wero the slaves of their master.^ ; but 
no part of tho civilized world had made 
greater progress than Scotland during 
tlio last century. And what had been 
tiic consequence of this change 1 Noth- 
ing but tiie establishment in Seotland 
of those higher customs and better 
laws which came from tho Latin and 
Teutonic races. A native legislation 
was founded in Scotland on the ancient 
jurisprudence, and bo the Scotch had 
raised themselves from the state of 
Celtic barbarians to the condition in 
which they now found themselves. 
But what was the truth with regard to 
froland I Tliere never was a greater 
untruth tlian to say that Ireland had 
suffered by the invasion of Englisii 
laws. (Clieers.) One of tho principal 
reasons for the condition of Ireland, as 
we now found it, was to be looked for 
in the operation of tho penal laws 
enacted against thi Roman Catholics in 
the last century, under which no Ro- 
man Catholic could hold a beneficial 
lease. The condition of small tenants 
had been greatly exaggerated, for they 
had it in evidence that under £15 a 
year no ajipcal was made to the court 
under the Act of 1870. Ileviewing,as 
a yvliolo, the objects of tlie Act, he ask- 
ed whore was tho evidence of the survi- 
val of any of the grievances which that 
.\ct was passed to redress 1 "With re- 
gard to liie pauper classes, there was 
doubtie.ss much exaggeration. They 
were close to tiie greatest labour mar- 
ket in ttie world. For a small sum 
tiioy could coine to England and Scot- 
land, and get remunerative employment 
on railways, iVc. It was an unhealthy 
state of t li i ngs, w liich should be discourag- 
ed, when people iiardly removed from 
paupers congregated together and re- 
fused to go where labour was plentiful 
and wages high. He denied that the 
effect of the disturbance clauses of the 
Act of 1870 was to destroy the 
right of landlords to deal with their 
property. It was merely to per- 
vent landlords from enforcing oppres 
sive rents and ciiarging frequent in- 
cromontsof rent, lie alleged tliat the 
rents in Ireland wore not, as a rule, 
iiigli or oppressive, and referred to the 
reports of the Bessborough Commis- 
sion in corroboration of the statement. 
After reading extracts from the report 
in support of tiie several returns asked 
for liy ills notice of motion, tiie noble 
iluke concluded by declaring that the 
(iovcrnnient when formed never in- 
tended to deal witii tho Irish land ques- 
tion, but the Land bill was a conces 
sion to Parnell and liis followers, and 
by o.x pressing the hope that the land 
question in Ireland would be dealt 
wilii l)y statesmen in the spirit of phil- 
osophic inquiry after truth, and not in 
the narrow spirit which too often char- 
acterized party politics. The noble 
duke was loudly cheered on resuming 
iiis scat, after having spoken nearly 
two hours.
